up along the side of the train. Gen- 
eral Manager Lukens made a formal 
request that their employes be allowed 
to land and enter the stockade. Cap- 
tain Fevier declined to grant this. 


Then Mr. Lukens put it in the form 


of a demand, but the officer repeated 
that he was under orders from Gov- 
ernor Tanner to prevent the disem- 
barkation ol any negro miners at ths 
-works and he would have to carry out 
these instructions. General Manager 
Lukens protested in vain and the train 
pulled out, headed south. 


By this '.me the advance guard of 


strikers, gathered at the depot, had 
advanced up the track to within 100 
yards of the stockade.
